From the trend of some of the 
articles that have appeared in Tiik 
Journal, one would be led to sup- 
pose that deafness and graft were 
synonyms. Every time any one of 
the deaf has real gumption enough 
to get up on his or her hind legs and 
DO SOMETHING, if, in the re- 
motest manner, money is involved, 
there arises a chorus of donothings- 
to criticise and yell GRAFT. 
Would it not be well for them to ex- 
ercise a little judgment and seek a 
little exact information before they 
make so free with the ugly word. 
The latest is from a Fratnad, who 
questions the action of a lady on the 
De l'Epee Committee and intimates 
that she is offering a commission con- 
trary to the rules laid down for the 
collection of funds for the N. A. D. 
This lady, Mrs. Hodgman, of St. 
Paul, has offered prizes for the 
largest contributions handed in to 
her before October ist, 1914. 
These prizes come out of her own 
purse and have nothing to do with 
the collections turned in. She vol- 
untarily, and at her own expense, 
provides the prizes to excite interest 
in and advertise the work she has 
undertaken for the N. A. D. She 
should have the highest commenda- 
tion for her enthusiasm and initia- 
tive. It may be so rare that such 
qualities are manifested, that they 
are not recognized when they appear 
on the face of the earth. 

Another thing that is bound to be 
misunderstood by those who can not 
see good in anything, and forsooth, 
see evil in everything, is the alpha- 
bet cards being sold by Mr. Anton 
Schroeder, Treasurer of the the 
De l'Epee Fund. Mr. Schroeder' s 
manual alphabet cards are identical 
in principle with Mr. Taylor's (N. 
C.;"Pig-hawg Endowment." At 
his own cost Mr. Schroeder had 
these cards made. He has offered 
them for sale and is putting out 
one hundred thousand ou the first 
issue. One half of the net returns 
from these cards will go directly 
into the Treasury of the Fund. 
The other half Mr. Schroeder will 
use to place similar novelties on the 
market, the profits to be split in the 
the same manner, to the same end. 
This is Mr. Schroeder's personal 
donation to the Fund and should 
amount to a large sum in time. It 
should have the " I'ig Hawg" 
skinned in a few years, if carried 
out. What is more, think of the 
great good these thousands of cards 
will do in encouraging the use of 
the manual alphabet. We do not 
want to hear any talk of " Graft" in 
this connection. If some of those 
so ready to criticise would devote 
their brain power to the task of 
thinking up something constructive, 
tiling worth while, and try and 
BOOST, we would arrive some- 
where lots quicker. 

Another thing that makes it so 
hard for the chairmen of tin; big 
committees to organize their work 
is that when they write to members 
asking them to serve on committees, 
the member addressed seems to over- 
look the fact that he is only one of 
many who are asked to work for the 
Association. Ho puts his feet up on 
the table, lights his pipe and soli- 
loquizes : " Shall I, or shall I not," 
and concludes to take the President 
or the Chairman of the committee 
into his confidence and unload his 
doubts anon them and get their as- 
surance that he can if he tries.

Climate of Mexico. 



Mexico etretohee across 17 paral- 
lels of latitude, with the Tropic of 
Qaneer crossing the territory about 

midway, thus placing it in the 
tropical and ■OO-tropioal regloui, 

The »;rnat oeutral plateau oarrins 
temperate and sub-tropical condi- 
tion" iivcr much the greater pari of 
the Republic. 

The temperature rises steadily as 
one descends to the lowlands on 
either side of the plateau, until the 
upper limit of lint tropical region, 

called " tiei ran ciiiientt s," is reach 
ed, where the climate is hot, humid 

and unhealthy, as elsewheie in Ihe 
forested coastal plains of (topical 
America. Here the temperature 

often rises to 105°, and in t he sultry 
districts of Vera Cruz, (inaynms 
and Aoapnloo to and even above 
110°. 

Above the plateau rise the mar- 
ginal sierras, while a few isolated 

peaks in the region of perpetual 
snow tfivo to Mexico a considerable 

area of cold tempera! me and a trace 
of arctic conditions. 

The four seasons m e clearly mark- 
ed north of latitude 28" N. only. 
South of that parallel only a rainy 

season from May to October aud a 

dry season for t he rest of the year 
can be distinguished 

Long droughts are common in 
many parts of the country, and on 
the barren surface of the plateau 
iins drain awny rapidly. 

The insect fauna of MexloOOOVeri 
a very wide range of genera ami 
speeies which, like the other forms 
01 animal life. Is largely made up of 
migratory types. To the traveller, 

the most conspicuous among the 
Mexican insects, perhaps, are the 

hotter flies, beetles, ants, and the 
myriads of mosqaitoes.mldges, At 

.and chinches. Among the mosqui- 
toes, which are exl raoi dinarily 
numerous in some if the hot, lowland 
districts, are the species credited 
with the spread of malarial and yel- 
low fevers. The midgCS are even 
more numerous than the mosqui- 
toes. In pleasing contrast to suoh 
pests an the butterflies ofall else*"
